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An ACCOUNT of the Rife 
and Eftablifliment of the 
Infirmary, or Hospital fbf 
Sick-Poor, eredled at Edirt- 




^ M O N G tht many ObjOts of Cha- 
rley that daily prrftnt thtinfelra to 
our View, there have been none fo 
entirely deftitnte hitherto of RWief 
from any publict Inffitution in 
this Country, as the Poor wheA 
attacked with Difeafes, or difabled by Accidtnts ; 
for tho' the Royal College of Pliyfrcians at Edin^ 
htrgb, have for many Years paft artendcd in their 
Turns twice a Week at their Hall, to give Advioe 
to the Poor gratis, yet they very ofren have had the 
Mortification to fee thcit Advice and Medicines 
prove unfuccefsful, by their Patients not having due 
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Care taken of tbcrn^ and by their Want of proper 
Diet and Lodging. 

To fupply thefe Defeds, fome Gentlemen «in the 
Year 1721, caufed prmt and difperfe a Pamphlet, 
fetting torth the great Neceflity and Advantages of 
a Hofpital for maintaining and curing (ick Poor, 
and Containing Propofals for railing a Fimd for fuch 
a Hofpital. In this they endeavoured to (how, that 
as Men and Chriftians we have the ftrongeft Induce- 
ments, and even Obligations to this Sort of Chari- 
ty, as it is warmly recommended and injoyned in the 
Gofpel as one of the greateft Cbriftian Duties : That 
Humanity and G)mpaifion naturally prompt us to 
relieve our Fellow- Creatures when in fuch deplora- 
ble Circumilances as many are reduced to, Naked, 
Starving, in the outmoft DiBrefs from Pain anJ 
Trouble of Body and Anguifli of Soul : That as the 
Relief of thefe miferable Objcds is a Duty, fo it is 
no lefs Advantage to a Nation, for as many as are 
recovered in an Infirmary^ are fo many working 
Hands gained to the Country : That Students in 
Phyfick and Suigery might hereby have rather a 
better and eafier Opportunity of Experience^ than 
they have hitherto had by lludying abroad, where 
fuch Hofpitals are, at a great Charge to themfelves^ 
and a yearly Lofs to the Nation : And as a Proof 
of the whole, they appealed to the good Effe&s of 
the Infirmaries in all other civilized Nations. 

Tho' thefe and feveral other Motives were at 
large teafoned on by thefe Gentlemen, yet there ap- 
peared at that Timelo little Probability ot Succefrf 
that they dr(^^ the Ptofecution of their Scheme. 

Notwithftanding of this IMicouragement which 
the firft Ptojeftors of an Infirmary had met witln 
in the Year 1735, when the Gartners of thcFifli- 
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Company were about to dMblYc thcmfclvcs,aiid to di- 
vide theRemainder of theirStock^cCollcge ofPhyfid- 
ans thought it a properOpportunityfer trying to pto« 
cure Part of this Money from the Proprietors to* 
wards founding a Hofpital for (ick Poor at Edin^ 
kurgb^ aodfer thatEnd^caufed draw up aForm dF^ 
Affignation,by which theSubicribers made over their 
Share in the Fifhery Stock to David Spence Socretii* 
ry to the Bank of Scotland for the Purpofe above* 
mentkmed : But that the good Defign might be 
better and more fpeedily brought about, and other 
charitable Perfons, who had no Shares in the Fifliery 
Company, might have an Opportunity to contribute, 
the College caufed alfo prepare a Form of a Bond^ 
by which the SuUcribers obliged themfelves to pay 
the Sums annexed to their Names, to Mr. Spence 
for the £eime Purpofe. Both thefe Papers contained 
a Claufe declaring the Obligarions null, if, before 
a Day fpecified, the Sum of L. 2000 Stcrl. was not 
made up among all the Subfcriptions ; this being 
judged the leau Sum, on which the Ereftion of an 
Infirmary could be fet about. 

Several Copies of thefe two Papers being writ out 
on ftampt Paper, and mod of the Gentlemen of the 
Royal uoUege having fubfcribed one or other of 
them, they were delivered to fuch of their Mem- 
bers as were willing to take the Trouble of follicit- 
ing for Subfaiptions, who being aififted by feveral 
of the Incorporation of Surgeons and other charita- 
ble People, did obtain Sutncriptions for fomething 
more than L. 2000 Sterl before die Day fpecify'a 
for the Obligations becoming void ; which the Q)l^ 
l^e of Phyficians caufed intimate by an Advertife- 
ment in the pnbiick News-^Paper^ to tfaeSubfcribers, 
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idcfiring them to pay in their Contributions to Da- 
vid Spence^ who, as is mentioned already, had con- 
fented to allow his Name to be inferted in the Sub- 
fcription Papers, and had generoufly undertaken the 
Trouble of receiving the Payments, and giving Re- 
ceipts of them ; after having given Security to the 
College of Phyflcians, to be accountable for the Mo- 
ney received. 

In the fame Advertifement, the College of Phy- 
(icians, for a further Encouragement to this pious and 
neceflarv Dcfign, obliged themfelves, that one or 
more ot their Number, ihould, without any Profpeft 
ofReward,Fee orSallary,attend theHofpital faithfully. 
Since however the Intereft of the Sums fubfcrib- 
ed (or, could not maintain near fuch a Number of 
Patients, as the Circumftances of the Country re- 
quired, more Siibfcriptions were ftill follicited for 
and procured, till Mr. Spence, having acquainted 
them, that there was good Grounds to exped an 
increafing Stock, and chat it wou'd foon be in a 
Condition to begin the good Work, they refolved 
to dived themfelvcs of the Management, and there* 
fore in February 1728, called a oeneral Meeting of 
the Contributers and Donors, to whom an Account 
Hiizs given of all the Steps hitherto taken, and of the 
prefent Situation of their Affairs. 

At that Meeting there were twelve Gentlemen 
named as a Committee to carry on the Subfcriptions, 
to call in the Money fubfcribed for, and to prepare 
^ Plan for Ereftion of the Infirmary. 

Among other Means of increafing the Stock, it 
was propped to petition the venerable Aifembly of 
this Church for a voluntary Contribution in all the 
Pariihes of the Kingdom, which was prefented in 
Name of the Royal 0)llege of Phyficiansand mana- 
ged 
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gcd by them, the HoTpital having as yet no fcttl$:d 

Government. The Defire of the Petition was frank- 
ly granted, and the Contribution was pathetically 
recommended by the venerable AfTembly in their Aft 
dated i ith May 1728, and ordered to be tranfmit- 
ted to the Minifters o( the feveral Pariflies, which 
was afterwards done. 

Some of the Minifters have complied with the 
Aft and Recommendation ;,but it is to be regretted, 
that the far greater Part have neglefted to make their 
Colkftions, or at leaft have not yet tranfmittcd the 
Money collefted to Mr. Spe^ce, as will appear by 
the Lift of Donors hereto annexed. 

With the fame charitable Zeal, the Reverend E- 
pifcopal Clergy in Edinburgb^ have affifted in pro* 
moting this good Work by CoUeftions at their Meet- 
ing-houfes. 

The only Society, befjdes thefe mentioned, which 
as fuch, have helped tp increafe the Fund of the 
Hofpital, are the Honourable the Ladies of the Af^ 
fembly at Edinburgh^ who have already given the 
Money ariling from two Meetings, appointed for the 
Benefit of the Infirmary. 

In the mean time the Committee went on in per- 
forming the Charge intrufted to them, and having 
brought the Stodc to fuch a Condition, as they 
were of Opinion the Ereftion of the Infirmary 
might be b^n upon m December 1728, they cal* 
}ed another General Meeting of Donors, who, confi- 
dering the Report of the Committee, ordered the 
Ereftion of the la^rmary to be fet about and car- 
ried on with all convenient Difpatch by Twenty two 
of their Number, ^ho were appointed Managers^ 
till a Scheme of Management fhould be digefted. 

Thefe 



Thefe Gendemcn took from the Treafiurr to the 
Univerfity of Edinburgh, with Confcnt of the Town- 
Council^ a Leafe ior ip Years of a Houfe of a fmajl 
Rent near the College, which was made more agree- 
able and convenient, by the Profeflbrs of Medicine 
granting Liberty to the Pauents to walk in a Gar- 
den immediately adjacent. 

The Managers ordered this Houfe to be fitted up 
for an Infirmary, and necei&ry Furniture to be 
bought) and while thefe were nreparing, they a- 
greed with a Gentlewoman to be Miftre£$ or Houfe* 
f eeper^ and allowed her to hire a Servant or Nurfe 
for ^e Patients, both (befides having reafonable 
Wi^es) to be entertained in the Infirmary. 

The only Difficulty remaining was^ how the In- 
firmary fhould be provided with Surgeons and Me- 
dicines, which was removed by a very generous Of- 
fer fnade, and fubfcribed by (ix Chirurgeon- Apo- 
thecaries of £(/i^*«iji, viz. McfficuTs yobn JiTGilf, 
fronds Congalttmy Geerge Cuniugbame, Robert HopCy 
Alexander MonrOy Jobn Dou^s, to attend the 
Hofpitfti duly in their lums without any Reward 
or Sallary, to dilpenfe the Medicines prefcribed by 
the Phyficiaps faithfully from their own Shops, eacn 
In the Courfe of his Attendance gratis; to give their 
Advice and Affiftance jointly in extraordinary Cafes, 
mutually to fupply each others Abfence in cafe of 
necedary Avocations^ and geticrallv to perform all 
the Duties of Surgeons and Apothecaries to the 
Infirmary. 

As foon as the Infirmary was fitted up and fur- 
nifhed, the Committee agreed on Rules for Manage- 
ment of the Revenue and Houfe, and for admitting 
and difmifling Patients, which are comprehended a- 
mong thefe that were confirmed by the CcncralMeet- 
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Ing of Donors, and by the ordinary Mana^rs, and 

are hereafter fet down. 

They next gave Notice, by Advertifiuiieots ia tiii 
News-Papers, that on the 6th Am^i^ ijap, tbe 
Hofpital would be <^)ened and ready to receive fide 
Poor, the Number ot whom to be reaived in the Be- 
ginning they had determinad ihould he but finally 
tilldiey ihould iee what the Charges of the Oecono* 
my would amount to, and how tbe Intereft of the 
Money lent would anfwer, lead they fhould, by tak- 
ing m too many, expend more than the AnnoidmitSy 
and be obl^ed to incroach on the capital Stod^ 
which they refolved at no Rate to do, unleTs perhaps 
the Charges of repairing and fumifhk^ the Houfe, 
with the firft Tears Maintenance of it, Ihould bring 
them under a Neceffi^ of fome fmall Advance of 
Money, which fliould be reckoned as a Debt to be 
refounded to the Capital out tk die fucceeding Teat^s 
Annualrents. 

That all charitable Perfons might have Occafioii 
to throw in their Mite to the charitable Houfe, % 
Box with two Locks, having a Hole in the Top^ 
is (et up in the Pallage to the Patients Qiambers, 
wherein may be put what any will not incline to give 
in to the Treafurer as aDonation to be recorded. 

The good Work being thus b^n, the Commit- 
tee preiwred a Scheme and Rules for fixt Manage- 
' cinfinnary, whidi beii^ confidered and 
in two General Meetmgs of Donoc^ 
be 1 3th Jm. 17181 agreed toasfoUows. 

RULES 
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RULES for the Management 
of the Infirmary, or Hofpi- 
tal for fick Poor, in the Ci- 
ty oi Edinburgh. 



I. rinHAT the Management of this Hofpiral 
J[ may be furc and fixe, and the annual £- 
kftion of Managers certain and eafy, the fame (hall 
be committed to Twenty Perfons who are all Donors 
to the Hofpital, "Viz. the Lord ?xovoh o{ Edinburgh 
for the Time, and in his Abfencethe Dean oiGuild, 
the Deacon Conveenerof the Crafts of f^/n^i^f^iE^ for 
the Timcjthe Prefident, and in his Abfence the Vice- 
prefident of the Royal College of Phyficians at £^/»* 
lurgb for the Time, and Four other Members of the 
College, whereof two out of the ProftflTors of Medi* 
cine in the Univerfity of Edinburgh when fuch are 
at the Time, the ProfcffcM: of Anatomy in the U- 
niverfity of Edinburgh at the Time, and T^o 
of the Surgeons ot Edinburgh^ or three Sur- 
geons, if there is no Profeilbr of Anatomy, 
one oi the Senators of the College of Juft ice, one of the 
Faailty of Advocates, one of the Society of Writers 
to the Signet, one oi the Minifters of the Gofpel in 
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( 9 ) 
E^hburgh^ and fix others who have beea Donors to 
the Hofpical^ of which Twenty, feven to be a i^o- 
turn. 

II. The firft Eleftion of Managers, fliall be in a 
General Meeting of theDonors or Contributers to the 
Hofeital called for that Effed by the G>mmittec. 

III. That annually thereafter on the firft Monday 
of January^ the General Meetting of Managers for 
the preceeding Year, fhall confider and agree who a- 
mongft them ought to be eafed and disburdened of 
the Trouble of Management, and eleft and aflumc 
others n\ their Place out of the fame Clafles or Socie- 
ties to which the Pcrfons difmiffcd do belong, the 
Number to be altered at one Time, not exceeding 
Six, or lefs than Four, and in cafe of the Deceafe of 
any during the Currency of a Year, that the firft Ge-- 
neral Meeting of the Managers thereafter, eleft and 
aflfiune one in his Place out of the Society to which 
he belonged, to ferve the Remainder of the Year. 

IV. That out of the xo Managers, there fhall 
be annually chofen by themfelves at their firft Meet- 
ing ill January^ Twelve, whofe Refidence and Bu- 
fmefs will beft allow them to look after the Atfairs 
of the Hofpical, to be the ordinary Managers^ 
whereof Five to be a ^uorumy Two of which 
Twelve asVifiters, (hall byTums (in theOrdertobc 
fixed by vthemfeives) vifit the Hofpital once a Month 
at leaft, and inquire into the Management thereof* 
the Treatment and Dyet of the Patients, the Gm- 
duft of the Houfe-keeper or Miftrefs, the Behaviour 
of Servants and Patients, and whole Oeconomy 
of the Houfe. 

V. There fhall be two General Meetings of all the 
Managers yearly, tht Mi Monday oi January, and 
Bx^mndayoijuly. 
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VI. There fliall be four Meetings of the ordinary 
Managers yearly, the firft Monday of February^ the 
firft JMmday of May^ the firft Monday of Augufi, and 
the firft Monday o( November. 

VII. The ordinary Managers may call the extra- 
ordinary Managers at other Times than the Two 
Meetings above, when Occafions require. 

VIII. The Vifiters for the Time, may call Meet- 
ings of the ordinary Managers, other than the Four 
Meetings above, when Occafion requires. 

IX. At the General Meeting of the Managers 
yearly in January^ they fliall choife st Treafurer, ft 
Clerk, a Miftrefs or Houfckeepcr, or. continue thofc 
formerly ele&ed, and determine their Salaries, and 
in Cafe ot the Death of any of thefc during the Cur- 
rency of a Year, the ordinary Managers mail choife 
another fit Perfon to fupply the Office during the 
Remainder of the Year, and give a fuitable Salary. 

X. That the ordinary Managers fhall at each of 
their four Meetings above, examine and controul 
the Trefaiirer's Accompts for Three Months pre- 
ceeding, and fign the fame. 

XI. Tlie ordinary Managers (hall have the Pow- 
er oi dircfting every thing conarning the Manage- 
ment of the Stock and Revenue of the Hofpital, the 
providing of all Nece(&ries, the ordering of Repara- 
tions, the electing of common Servants, and deter- 
mining their Fees, the providing of Furniture, and 
directing all otherThings and Matters concerning the 
right Management of the Hofpital ; but fubjeft to 
tlie Review and Correftion of the General Meeting 
of Managers. 

XII. f he ordinary Managers fliall have the Pow- 
«r of regulating the daily Attendance of a Phyficf- 
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an and a Surgeon tor vifiting and giving Dire^** 
ons about the Patients. 

XIII. The ordinary Managers fliall yearly on the 
firft Monday of July lay before the General Meeting 
of the Managers, the Records of their wholeManage- 
ment and Proceedings, and report the State of the 
Hofpital, itsStock and Revenue, and annual Charge, 
the Number of Patients taken in. Cured, Difmiflcd 
or Dead, and a State of the Trefaurer's Accounts 
for the Year preceeding 7^W/Jry before. 

XIV. At the faid General Meeting, the Mana- 
gers may make what Regulations, and give what 
Diredions they fliall judge proper, touching the Pa- 
tients and Servants in the Hofpital, their Conduft 
and Management. 

XV. The Phyfician and Surgeon in waiting at 
the Time, ihall be Judges if the Patients offered to 
the Hofpital ought to be taken in or not, alfo when 
it is fit to difmifs any ,• in all Cafes extraordinary, 
they are to take the Advice of other Phyficfans and 
Surgeons concerned in the Hofpital at the Time. 

XVI. No Patient fliall be taken in, unlefs he or 
fce bring proper Certificates of their being true and 
worthy Objects of the Hofpital's Charity. 

XVJI. The ordinary Managers fliall from Time 
to Time concert and digeft Rules touching the Con- 
duft and Behaviour of the Patients and Servants, and 
alfo concerning fuch Difeafes, Sickneflesand Circum- 
ftances of Perfons who ought not to be admitted in- 
to the Hofpital, fubjeft always to Alteration and 
Review by the extraordinary. 

XVIII. A Regifter or Record fliall be kept in 
the Hotpital, in which is to be entered the Names 
of all Patients that fliall be taken in, the Pari/h of 
chcic Birth or Rcfidence, their Age, Difeafe, when

Dead. 

XIX. Alfo another Record ihall be kept, in 
which the Phyficians are to write all their PreTcripd^ 
ons and Direfiions concernit^ the Patients. 

XX. The Ordinary Managers (hall every Year 
caufe make an Inventary of all che Houftiold-ple- 
tiifhing. Furniture, and others, belonging to the 
Hofpital, and compare it with the Inventary of the 
preceeding Year, and what has been brought in 
after it, and (giving Allowance for tear and wear) 
to judge if there be any Embe^lement, and examine 
vfho is chameable with it, if any be. 

XXI. Tiie Trealurer ftiaU have the Overfight of 
the Hofpitars Stock and Revenue, and the receiv- 
ing and paying all Monies about the HoTpital, un- 
der the Infpedion, Controul and Dirc&ion of the 
Ordinary Managers. 

XXII The Clerk fliall attend all the Meetings 
of the Managers, Extraordinary and Ordinary, and 
all the Meetings of the Vifitcrs, and carefully mi- 
nute and record all their Tranfadions, Refolutions 
and DireSions, fo far as they ihall judge need^, 
and fliall have the Privilege oif dra^ving all Writ^ 
Rights and Securities concerning the Hofpital. 

XXIII. The Miftrefs or Houfc-keeper ihall be 
a Woman free of the Burden of Children^ and die 
Care of a feparate Family ; ihe ihall have the Charge 
of all the Pleniihing andFurniturc in theHofpitaI,thc 
Truft of buying all Provifions, ovcrfeeing the Pati- 
ents and Servants, ordering their Diet, adminifkrat- 
ing the Medicines ordered by the Phyficians, the 
Truft of buying all Houfe Neceflaries, the Care of 
keeping the Chambers, Beds, Cloaths, Linnens, 
and all other Things within the Hofpital neat and 

clean. 
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cl€an» Md to her all the Servuts and Patients with 
in the Hofpital are to be fubmiffive and obedient 

XXIV. The Phyfidan and Surgeon attending, 
fludl every Week revife the Miftrefs her Accounts, 
whereby they may jn^ of the Diet provided by 
her to the Patients; they (hall fubfctibe the jkme for 
certifying thereof to the Treafurcr to be allowed by 
him to her. 

XXV. All inferior Servants within the HoTpi^ 
tal, fliall alfo be Perfons free of the Burden of Chil- 
dren, and the Care of a feparate Family. 

XX VL The Miftrefs and all Servants within 
Doors muft attend the Hofpital diligendy and care- 
fiilly, and do their Duties te&edively, honeftly and 
fiuthfolly^ none of them (hall be a N%he out of 
die Ho(pital, or at unfeafonablc Hours^ or abfcnt 
when needed, without leave asked and obtained 
from the Phyfician or Surgeon in waiting. 

XXVII. Every Donor to the Hofpital ihaU have 
free Accefs to» and Infpeftioo of the Books and 
Records of the Hofpital, that they may oflfer their 
Advice to the Managers, if any Thing occurs to 
them, for the Benefit and Advantage thereof. 

XXVIII. The Managers IhaU continue their 
Endeavours to procure, and (hall take in new Do- 
nations from Time to Time to the Hofpital, and in- 
rol the Donors in the fame manner as if they hud 
been original Subfcribers and Donors. 

XXIX. The General Meeting of the Managers 
may oall a General Meeting of the Donors at an/ 
Time they IhaU think neceifiiry and proper,and (halfy 
upon Application of any feven Donors to thcHofpi- 
tal, call a General Meeting of the Donors. 

XXX. The preceediug Rules are to continue 
and be obferved, unlefi tlK iamc Aall happen to be

In February thereafter, the Managers in a full 
Meeting,did, according to Article IV. name Twelve 
as Ordinary Managers, who are diftinguifhed in 
the Lift above by *. And agreeable to Article IX. 
etefted David Spence Secretary to the Bank to be 
Treafurer, who accepted of the Office, and under- 
took to ferve gratis. Henry Bdlcanqubal Writer in 
Edinburgh they elefted to be Clerk ; and continued 
the Home-keeper formerly appointed. 

The Ordinary Managers at their firft Meeting 
Clafled them&lves for monthly Vifitors, as direfted 
by Article IV. and have (ince, according to 
the Powers committed to them, appomted 
Regulations to be obferved ia relation to the Ad^ 
aiittbg^ Difinifling and Behaviour of Patients, a* 

dapted 
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dapted to the prefent fmall Stock thereof, which 
are fet up in the Hofpital in the Miftrefs Room. 

Since this regular Management has been fettled, 
the Managers have aded in a drift Conformity to 
the Rules, in cognofcing the Treafurer's quarterly 
and general A ccounts, and in examining the Con- 
duft of the Houfe-keeper, Nurfe and Patients, and 
overleeing all the other Affairs committed to theic 
Truft. 

ThePhyficians andSurgeons have not only punftu- 
ally attended, and obfcrved the Rules relating Co 
their Management, but have readily given their 
Advice and AflUlance to fuch (ick Pcrfons as came 
to the Infirmary^ but could not be admitted either 
for want of a vacant Bed, or for fome Circumflance 
in their Cafe> excluding them from the Benefit of 
it.
